Chair’s Remarks 


New Buildi 
The Chair noted that this has been exciting week in the history of the Faculty. The only question at 
the present time is the inauguration date of the new building, that is either September 2004 or 
January 2005. Today the Faculty occupies about 19,000 square metres. The Faculty will occupy all 
the 22, 000 square metres in the new building. In addition, 8000 square metres in the Hall building 
will be reserved for the Faculty. : 


Enrolment 


The Chair said that across the nation there has been a decline in enrolment in Computer Science 
and Computer Engineering due to the slackened employment market. However, we are in a better 
shape relative to other Canadian institutions because we have a very high rate of applications from 
international students and others. There is a large increase in graduate enrolment in Computer 
Science. The Chair did not think that the Faculty budget would be affected next year because there 
is an increase in the ratio of graduate student to undergraduate student enrolment. Also, this year 
the level of PhD enrolment is on par with the enrolment level of 1990. 


Professorial Staff 
Today we have 130.5 faculty members. It is hoped that by the 2002-2003 academic year, we will 


reach the target of 140 to meet the normal ratio of full-time faculty members, students and FTEs. 


Support Staff 

The issue of support staff is being addressed. Preliminary studies have been made and it is 
estimated that another 25 support staff members will be required. Currently we have 97 staff 
members. Enrolment in graduate programs has suddenly increased in our Faculty. Following 
consultations with the Department Chairs and GPDs, graduate advisors are therefore being hired 
to assist the GPDs and reduce their workload. 


Candidates for the position of Dean of Graduate Studies 


Dr. Fancott announced that the open meeting for the candidates for the Dean of Graduate Studies 
was held yesterday. The two candidates are (i) Dr. E. Sacca of the Faculty of Fine Arts and 
currently Associate Dean in the School of Graduate Students; and (ii) Dr. W.C. Knitter, Associate 
Dean, Faculty of Arts and Science. The Search Committee has called upon the University 
community to write comments on either or both candidates because this is an important input to 
the Committee. Dr. Fancott encouraged members to send their comments, duly signed to the Ann 
Bennett, by the deadline May 24th. 


Other Issues 
The Chair congratulated Dr. Bhat on being elected a Fellow of the Canadian Society for Mechanical 


Engineering. 


The Chair remarked that a question had been raised at the last Council meeting regarding a student 
petition. Dr. Moselhi responded that Dr. Alkass had looked into the matter: that out of the 46 
students who had signed the petition for a course to be offered, 1 student had already taken the 
course, 31 students did not meet the prerequisite requirements, 7 students who were graduating 
could take the course with the graduate students and 7 others could only take the course next year 
because they had less than 65 credits. Also, a student rep admitted that he signed the petition to 
support other students. Dr. Alkass commented that this issue had been very time-consuming and 
Council should not be a forum where such petitions are discussed. 


The Chair continued that the Administration’s negotiations with CUFA had entered its final phase. 
Negotiations with CUPFA were to commence soon. 


The Chair added that letters of performance evaluation had been sent to full-time faculty members. 
The main purpose of the letter was the question of merit.

Dr. Khorasani presented Document ECFC Doc. 02-04-01 — Undergraduate Curriculum 
Changes, for approval. 


That Document ECFC Doc. 02-04-01 — Undergraduate Curriculum Changes, be approved 
(K. Khorasani, G. Vatistas) 


It was explained that the document was the consequence of changes made in the engineering 
core due to the accreditation concerns in Software Engineering. Therefore, BCE, ECE and MIE 
reexamined their program core and options. 


A change in the title of BLDG 474 — Building Illumination and Daylighting was made. 


Dr. Moselhi requested speaking privileges for Dr. Athienitis to answer questions, should the 
need arise. 


Dr. Khorasani also said that with regards to the ECE program, APC recommends that a change 
for the Institute for Electrical Power Engineering be implemented for academic year 2002-2003, 
i.e., the current students will have to follow the engineering core and option as it exists, which 
means they will require 31.5 credits, whereas students from 2002-2003 and thereafter will 
Tequire 28.5 credits. The ECE Chair pointed out that APC is aware that very few students take 
only the minimum requirements. Most students take more than the minimum requirement of 
120 credits. Further students are not required to take power courses. However, if they choose 
to do so, they will be made aware of the consequences. 


An amendment, i.e. the addition of the following paragraph, was made to the original motion: 


For the 2002-2003 academic year, we would require the students to take in their option, the 
following courses, COEN 315, ELEC 312 and ELEC 442 in addition to the 6 courses that are 
offered by the Institute. In other words, instead of requiring only 2 courses from the list of 3 
courses, we would require these students to take all the 3 courses. Consequently, their elective 
total will be 33.75 instead of 31.5 and their program length will be 122.25 instead of 120 credits 
for only the students in this academic year. (K. Khorasani, O. Moselhi) 


The ECE Chair was concerned about the specifications of the courses. He preferred the 
students to be allowed to take a technical elective to meet the minimum requirements. Another 
member suggested that the details be left to the program director, to allow for flexibility. It was 
also indicated that when program changes are being made by a department, it is a common 
practice to relax requirements. A vote followed: Aye-3; Nay-9. The amendment to the motion 
was defeated.
